Trans-Atlantic passenger steamship 
lines announce round-trip reductions 


The 26 member lines of the 
Trans-Atlantic Passenger Steam- 
ship Conference announced that 
there will be a 10 percent reduc- 
tion on round-trip tickets for all 
trans-Atlantic sailings during the 
“Thrift Season” periods of 1960. 
This reduction will apply even if 
the passenger makes the round- 
trip on ships of two different lines. 
The steamship lines also will grant 
the 10 percent reductions for the 
ship portion of the trip if the pas- 
senger makes the round trip one 
way by ship and one way by air. 

The 1960 Thrift Season periods 
are: Eastbound — Jan. 1 through 
April 14 and from August 23 on; 
Westbound—Jan. 1 through June 
21 and from Nov. 1 on.

“BATTLE OF THE SEXES” 


Women in public office are fre- 
quently urging other women to 
join their ranks, They claim the 
only reason more Canadian women 
are not elected to office is that 
the women are afraid to try. 


Mayor Elizabeth Wood of New 
Westminster 1s the latest to speak 
out on the subject. “Men would 
forget the battle of the sexes, if 
women forgot it first,” she said. 


She deplored the fact that al- 
though it is 38 years since the 
first womon was elected to Can- 
ada’s parliament, only nine have 
since reached Parliament Hill. She 
pointed out that women form one- 
half the voting strength of Canada 
but there are still only three wom- 
en members of the House of Com- 
mons and five women Senators. 

If lack of ambition for public 
office is the only barrier confront- 
ing Canadian women, then things 
have changed a great deal since 
that first woman was elected ‘to 
parliament. 

The recently published biog- 
raphy of Agnes Macphail reveals 
how deeply shocked and hurt she 
was by the bitter hostility of her 
male colleagues. Although her in- 
timates knew her as an extremely 
warm and friendly woman, she ac- 
quired the reputation of a can- 
tankerous spinster, as she lashed 
out at her tormentors. 

In her own words: “I was mis- 
é¢rably unhappy. Some members 
resented my intrusion, others jeer- 
ed at me, while a very few were 
genuinely glad to see a woman in 
the House .. . If you are picking 
a candidate,” she wrote friends, 
“pick a strong one who is able to 
stand up against that wall of 
steel.” 

Agnes Macphail was able to 
“stand up” and continued to do so 
for 18 years, winning a number of 
social reforms as well as the re- 
spect of many of her former de- 
tractors. ; 

Strangely enough, in later years, 
‘she too rallied against women for 
their inertia and timidity in seek- 
ing office. No doubt she and those 
who have followed in her footsteps 
have made great towards 
peaceful co-existence with the 
males. 

Perhaps the main reason they 
urge other women to enter the 
political ring is a deeper one. They 
must have found real personal sat- 
isfaction in service to their. fellow 
Canadians.

A flat broke, but optimistic Irish- 
man, Patrick Hughes, started on 
the road to fame and fortune with 
some ‘claims staked during the 
rush. 

The great uranium boom carried 
on through 1952 and 1953. Com- 
panies were being formed almost 
every day and practically every- 
body was investing in uranium 
stocks. This was one of those 
grand, slam-bang, but woefully 
brief periods in the history of the 
mining game when evéryone was 
making money—on paper, at least. 


Many names are associated with 
the short but lively history of 
Uranium City. Thanks to a vigi- 
lant Mounted Police detachment, 
the lawlessness that has character- 
ized the early development of most 
mining camps was absent here, so 
the names are mostly those be- 
longing to law-abiding, successful 
citizens—men like Mayor J. a 


A big, powerfully built’ man, 
Paul Vincent developed his bulging 
muscles and. stalwart frame lug- 
ging’ around heavy oil and gas 
drums. An oil company dealer, he 
found it tough sledding during his 
first years here, as did most of the 
pioneering businessmen, who had 
heavy initial capital investments 
to make in buildings and equip- 
ment.. But his business grew with 
the town and he is a wealthy man 
today. 

Then there’s the incomparable 
Gus Hawker, a tall beanpole of a 
man, who was Uranium City’s first 
storekeeper, Gus used his earnings 
from the store business to invest 
in uranium claims, whieh he turn- 
ed over at a tidy profit. 

“Stake some claims and make 
your fortune,” was the way Gus 
greeted the strangers swarming 
into the budding uranium mining 
centre. In his curiously erudite 
business way, he capitalized on 
the publicity he got during the 
1952 rush. One of his promotional 
gimmicks was to order several 
hundred sweat shirts made, with 
the words, “The Famous Gus 
Hawker Store” emblazoned across 
the front of each. They sold like 
hot cakes. 

He used a shoebox as a cash 
register and in another box be- 
side it; kept.a loaded .45 calibre 
revolver, which, he swore, was the 
best kind of insurance a man 
could have in the north country. 

Gus Hawker is still in the store 
business in Uranium City. He is 
becoming one of the town’s grand 
old men—rich, mellowing with the 
years, and full of memories.
